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Apartment Houses Will Dominate Old Water St. 



T he final plan for the Southwest 
waterfront calls for filling in 
Water St. with about 800 units of 
apartments in towers from 9 stories to 12 
stories, as shown in yellow in the drawing 
above. Retail stores and restaurants will be 
in the bottom two stories, as shown in 
red. 

A public hearing was held at St. 
Augustine's Church, with written com¬ 
ments being accepted at the D C Office of 
Planning 801 N. Capitol St. NE, DC 
20002 through Wed. M ar. 19. 

This is a page from the detailed report 
on the Southwest Waterfront Plan. Two 
copies of the entire report are at the S.W. 
Branch Library, 3rd and K St. S.W. (actu¬ 
ally a block over at Wesley Place). 

The text accompanying this drawing is 
as follows: 

"New waterfront buildings will share 
the Southwest's aspect of varied height, 
and will range from 6-12 stories The 
resulting skyline will preserve open views 
and sunlight between the taller elements 
The numerous setbacks and roof levels cre¬ 
ate many opportunities for roof gardens* 
terraces and ecological "green roofs*” 
which will benefit from the southern expo¬ 
sure of the ste This configuration will 
also allow for a wide variety of apartment 
szes and types* and therefore, a diverse 
mix of residents 

"T he tallest parts of the buildings are 
designed with narrow profiles* avoiding 
"slat/' buildingsand minimizing shadows 
Apart from these tower elements* the 
buildings step down in height toward the 
southern end of the site A one or two 
story community or cultural building on 
Site 6 will not be taller than the existing 
church, which occupies the site today. 


"The proposed buildings locate hous¬ 
ing above a two-story commercial base 
designed to be flexible to allow a diverse 
range of retail, restaurant, or cultural uses 
to be included in the development These 


spaces can include ground floor shops and 
cafes* as well as larger restaurants and 
tenants on the second level enjoying broad 
waterfront views O utdoor dining will be 
encouraged adjacent to the promenade 


and on upper level terraces T he proposed 
development program can accommodate 
the existing businesses on the waterfront 
should they choose to participate in the 
redevelopment." ■
